Gov. Francis Refuses to 
Commute the Bald 
Knob Murderers’ 
Sentences. 


Bull Creek Dave Walker, 
His Son and John Mat- 
thews Must Swing. 


The Murders of William Edens and Charlies 
Green, by Christian County Regulators, 
Will Be Avenged To-Morrow—Story of 
the Rise and Fall of Bald Knobbism— 
The Last Meeting at the Old Lead 
Smelter—A Review of the Evidence in 
the Case—The Governor’s Reasons.

OzaRK, Mo., May 9.—The scaffold on whieh 
the Bald Knobbers are to be executed to-mor- 
row is almost completed. It is a rough pine 
plank concern, erected adjoining the jail on 
the east end. The drop is about six feet. 
Wm. Walker was baptized this after- 
noon, Rev. Thomas Hankin, Elder 
in ghe Baptist Church officiating. The 
young man made profession of religion se- 
eral months agoand manifests a wonderful 
resignation to his kate. On yester- 
day he addressed a very feeling letter 
to his mother, bidding her farewell, and 
requesting her to resign herself to his 
fate and not to grieve. He also asked her not 
to come down as she would not be granted 
the privilege of seeing him or his pa. 

A HEARTRENDING SCENE. 

John Matthews’ wife, children and mother 
came lu on Tuesday. The meeting was heart- 
rending inthe extreme. Matthews knelt in 
prayer with his family and commended them 
to the care of the Savior of man, after which 
he shook hands with his wife,children and his 
old blind mother aud returned to his cell. The 
workmen who are building the scaffold re- 
port that Dave Walker broke down during 
this forenoon, and refuses to talk. The pris- 
oners have requested that their bodies be 
turned over to J. J. Bruton, The 
Walkers desire to de buried at the 
Sparta Cemetery. John Mathews wants to be 
buried on his homestead, down in the hills. 
The Sheriff has summoneda jury of tweive 
men to witness the execution and a guard of 
fifty men to keep order. 

THE FATAL HOUR. 

The execution will take place some time be- 
tween the hours of 12 and 20’clock p. m. This 
is asad day for the citizens of Ozark. They 
had hoped all along that the Governor 


would commute the sentence, but the last 
hope has gone. Everybody, except a few, 
opposed the execution, honestly believing the 
punishment is unjust. Everything is quiet 
and no person anticipates any trouble,though 
the town will no doubt be crowded with 
people.

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STORY OF THE CRIME. 


The Edens-Green Murder—Gov. Francis Re- 
fuses to Commute. 


OV. FRANCIS 

has concluded to 
refuse commutations 
In the cases of David 
Walker, his son Will- 
lam Walker and John 
Matthews, under sen- 
tence of death at 
Ozark, Mo. Tne exe- 
cution will take place 
to-morrow morping. 
These men are the 
Bald Knobbers con- 
demned for the mur-

in March, 1887, near Chadwick, Mo. 
The story of the crime involves 
the story of the organization known as the 
Bald Knobbers. This organization originated 
in Taney County, Southeast Missouri, to 
which thetie-cutting industry had attracted 
many reckless men and where the law was 
weak. The organization was secret and oath- 
bound. Its object to punish offenders against 
the community. All lewdmess, dishonesty 
and thievery was to be wiped out. ‘ 

THE ORGANIZATION 
branched out to Christian County, and on Bull 
Creek a company was formed with Dave 
Walker, known as ‘‘Bull Creek Dave,’’ at its 
head. Chadwick isthe nearesttownto the 
Buil Creek rendezvous and there a saloon 
had been established. The Bald Knobbers 
believed the saloon to be atthe bottom of all 
the evils in the community, and after sundry 
warnings one night wentdown to Chadwick 
and poured out all the liquor into the road. 
This was repeated several times, and there 
were other diversions, such as whipping men 
and women who cohabited without regard to 
the marriage law of the State and other

With a rush the com- 
pany broke in the door, and exchanges of fire 
were rapid. In the end it was found that 
William Walker, the Bald Knob chief’sj son, 
had been shot inthe groin, Old Man Edeng 
had been shot in the neck, his wife had a bul- 
let in one hand, Wm. Edens and Charies Green 
were killed.

DEATH OF ‘GEN. WM. & HARNEY AT OR- 
LANDO, FLA., THIS MORNING. 


The Oldest Veteran Passes Away,-Close of a 
Long and Eventfall Career—Sketch of 
Gen, Harney’s Life—A Hero of Tura 
. Ware—A Fierce Indian Fighter—Experi - 


EFORE noon to-day Mr. 
Charlies H. Turner re- 
ceived a telegram from 
Orlando, Fia,, notifying 
him of the death of Gen. 
‘William 8. Harney at that 
place at an early hour 
this morning and request 
ing him to notify Gen. 
« Harney’s children. 
William Selby Harney 
war born in Davidson 
County, Tenn., August 
2. 1800, and was the 
youngest of eight children. His father was a 
man of great resolution, as was shown ina 
controversy with Andrew Jackson who was 
then a judge. in this manner he won the 
friendship of Jackson and was the cause of 
the friendliness shown by him for Gen. 
Harney during his entire career. 
Harney acquired a fondness for military 
life when very young 
through associations 
with his brother, who 
was a surgeon in the 
Army. In 1818, he was 
given his first military 
appointment by Presi- 
dent Monroe as a Lieu- 
tenant in the First 
Regiment of @nfantry, ' 
stationed in Louisiana, 
and Harney’s first expe- 2 * 
dition was an exciting Gen. Wm. 8S. Harney. 
one ‘against the famous Lafitte. 
Several years of uneventful service followed. 


In 1838 he visited St. Louis on his way to Coun- 
cil Bluffs, where an Indian outbreak was 
threatened. Nothing occurring at Council 
Biuffs he wintered at Bellefontaine, near St. 
Louls, and the following year accompanied 
Peace Commissioners Gen. Atklrson and Maj. 
O Fallon to the Upper Missouri. 
In 1825 while stationed at Council Bluffs he 
was made a Captain andin 1828 went on an 
expedition against the Winnebagos from Jef- 
ferson Barracks, where he was then posted. 

Oapt. Harney’s next conspicuous service 
wae in 

THE BLACK HAWK WAR, 

after which he took a leave of absence and 
came to St. Louis, where he made the ac- 
gat of Mary Mullanphy, daughter of 
ohn Muilanphy. In January, 1833, he mar- 
ried Miss Muilanphy. He had three children 
by her, John M. Harney, Eliza Harney 
(Countess de Noue)and Anna R., who mar- 
ried Viscount de Thury. Mrs. Harney died in 


In 1833 Capt. Harney was appointed paymas- 
ter with the rank of Major and was soon after 
promoted to a Lieutenant-Colonelcy by Presi- 
dent Jackson. 

He foughtinthe Seminole War in Florida 
and in April, 1840, was brevetted Colonel Jor 
**gallant and meritorious conduct In several 
successive engagements with hostile Indians 
in Florida. 

When the Mexican war broke eut he was 
placed in command on the Texas frontier, 
where he was separated from his command. 
For disobeying an order of Gen. Scott's he 
was court martialed and sentenced for six 
months suspension and a reprimand, but the 
sentence was never carried out. From that 
time on his career was a brilliant one and his 

STORMING OF CERRE GORDO 
was one of the meet desperate of his many 
deeds of daring. He was breveted Brigadier 
General in July 1847. From 1848 to 1852 he was 
stationed at Austin, Tex., from which point 
he made himselt a terror to the Indians. 

In Kansas he did good service in the slavery 
troubles before the civil war, and followed his 
work there with an expedition in company 
with Father de Smet to Oregon, where his 
name was eneugh to establish peace with the 
Indians. 

During the period preceding the civil war he 
was at Washington and was frequently in con- 
ference with President Buchanan. When 
the war began be was stationed at St. Louis. 
On May 10, 1861, he was appointed to the com- 
mand of the Department of the West 
and on the following day arrived in 
St. Louis. The situation was critical in 
the extreme, but Gen. Harney was thoroughly 
convinced that there was no necessity of firing 
a gun in Missouri, and that a policy of firm- 
ness tempered with prudence would suffice to 
allay the agitation. In view of the over- 
whelmirng sentimentin favor of the Union, 
and the absence of any overt act on the partof 
Gov. Jackson it seemed to Gen. Harney 
sufficient for the time to simply keep the 

eace, and on the l4th of May he issued his 

mous rociamation. This document 
denounced the military bin, just passed by 
the Legislature as in effect a secession ordin- 
ance in disguise, 

The capture of Camp Jackson was approved, 
because Gen. Harney’s opinion of the treason- 
able nature of the encampment could not be 
doubted. 

He urged W policy, but a party he 
charged was led by Francis PF. Blair, sought 
to seoure his removal. 

His services ended in 1863, when he was re- 
tired. In 1865 he was brevettea Major-General 
for long and faithful service. 

About 1879 he removed from his home at 
Mount Olive, Mo., to Pass Christian in Louis!- 
ana, where he built a handsome villa, visit- 
ing St. Louis occasionally.

FELL FROM FANEUIL HALL. 


Ancient Gilded Grasshopper That 
Served as a Weather Vane. 


From the Boston Herald. 

On Monday last, by order of the city govern- 
ment, the fags on the public buildings of Bos- 
ton were raised, in commemoration of the 
evacuation of Boston by the British troops. 
On Faneuil Hall, certainly for a hundred 
years, alarge copper grasshopper has pre- 
sided over this Cradle of Liberty, and an- 
nounced to all who cared to look in that 


direction the course of the wind. This grass- 
hopper on Monday last made up his 
mind that he would celebrate the day 
by evacuating his perch on topo? Faneuil 
Hall, and when at sundown the janjtor at- 
tempted to haul down the fag down came the 
grasshopper and struck upon the pavement 
below, separating the seams and allow 
ing all the entrails to scatter around over the 
avements. Within this famous old grass- 

opper were found a number of piecés of pa- 

per, considerable oakum, a Chinese coin with 
„E. Vinal’ stamped on ite face, a 3-cent silver 
piece of the date of 1852, a piece of eop- 
per plate with a rough inscription, 
Boston, 1852, scratched on one 
side, and several pieces of news.

I. Grueber, engineer and assistant superin- 
tendent of buildings, was notified. By order 
of Mr. Grueber, the grasshopper is now hav- 
ing the indentations taken out of his badly 
bruised body, and on Monday the seam run- 
ning the entire length of his belly will 
be soldered up. Previous to being soldered 
up, however, Mr. Grueber will place on the 
inside the coins which for many years have 
served as fattening, and will also put in the 
various silver coins from $1 down, of the date 
of 1888, if this year’s coinage is not in exist- 
ence. Itis presumed that on accountof the 
use of the date 1852, the vane either fell or was 
taken down and repaired inthat year. The 
coppversmith who is now répairing the patri- 
otic grasshopper has looked up the histo of 
this Insect, and from ‘‘Rambles Around Bos- 
ton’’ finds the following, which is printed ver- 
batim et literatim: | 

Shem Drowne made itt May 25—1742. Tomy 
Brethren & Fellow Grasshoppers Fell in ye 
year 1758, Nove 18 early in ye Morning by a 
great Earthquake — — — — by my old Mas- 
ter above. Again like to have met with my 
Utter Ruin by Fire but hopping Timely from 
my Public Situation Came off with broken 
bones & much bruised—Cured and fixed — — 
— — old Master's son Thomas Drowne June 
28—1768 and Though I will promise to Dis- 
charge my Office yet I shall vary as ye wind. 

Besides the coins referred to above, Mr. 
Grueber will have placed inside the grasshop- 
per a list of members of the city government 
of this year and copies of the Boston morning 
papers. After being soldered the grasshop- 
per will then undergo a thorough course of 
spring cleaning, and with new paint and gild- 
ing may be expected to assume his old posi- 
tion on top of the deltry in about a fortnight, 
It is to be hoped that for another 147 years 
he will continue to tell the course of the 
winds from the top of the old Cradle. In the 
opinion of Mr. Frank O. Wortbley, who is 
now repairing the insect, it must have fallen 
from ite lofty perch in 1852, and at that time 
was repaired and the coins and papers 
placed inside. Beside the pieces of news- 
pe er found, there was a piece of what 

ooked like a ballot, on which an eagle and 

crossed arrows are plainly discernible, as also 
the letters ‘‘cratic,’’ possibly being the last 
two syllables: of the word Democratic. Mr. 
Worthiey says the vane is made 
of ubustally thick, heavy copper, 
is very nicely balanced, and what 
might be termed a steady going 
vane; that is, a good pull of wind will turn it 
but every little gust would not keep it swing- 
ing around the circie. It is five feet in length 
formthe horns tothe tail, andshows marks 
of having been repaired several times pre- 
viously. One of the repaired places! sas 
ifasmall cannon ball had passed through the 
sides of the insect, and when repaired the 
holes were covered by soldering a piece of 
copper on the outside. 

On Monday the poor old 2 struck 
squarely on his head, causing, beside bud in- 
dentations, the head to seek a much closer 
relationship with the body than ever before. 
Late yesterday afternoon workmen put up a 
staging on the rr | of Faneuil Hall, prepara- 
tory to painting an gilding the remainder of 
the vane, and it will be at least a fortnight be- 
fore the grasshopper will again use the single 
Klass eve remuining in his head to look down 
upon the citizens of Boston as they walk the 
streets and gaze with pride at the old building 
ever which he presides.

IN THE CIVIL COURTS. 


JUDGE WITHROW GIVES A DECISION IN 
THE ORESOENT CLUB CASE 


He Holds That It Has Not Been Established 
Shat Ex-Collector Sexton Acted in Con- 
tempt of His Orders—Suits for Divorce— 
Litigation Inaugurated Under the Dome 
To-Day. 


Ex-Collector Sexton is still at large, though 
his arrest and presence in court bas been de- 
manded by F. H. Ingalls for contenipt of 
court. Judge Withrow this morning made a 
ruling in the case. This is the Oreseent Club 
saloon case. On February 25 last Mr. Ingalis 
appeared before the court and asked that H. 
Clay Sexton, the Collector, be enjoined from 
issuing a dram-shop license to John L. Graff, 
who keptabeer garden at Olive and Sarah 
streets. The injunction was granted and made 
perpetual. Mr. Ingalls states that not- 
withstanding the order of the court, 
Collector Sexton issued the license 
in direct disobedience to such 
order and further that he called at the 
Collector's ombe and asked the present Col- 
lector if Graff nad filed a petition and applica- 
tion for a dramshop license as the law re- 
quires and found thatthere was no petition 
on fille nor was one On file when the present 
Collector took charge. Judge With- 
row said that the application for ex-Collec- 
tor Sexton’s arrest for contempt of 
court was insufficient, ‘‘It should appear be- 
yone a doubt that the order of the court has 

een disobeyed,’’ hesaid. ‘‘The better prac- 
tice in such cases seems to be for the Appli- 
cant for an order to show cause, to file infer- 
mation in the nature of a motion setting 
forth in substance the reasons for the applica- 
tion and the relief sought, and this informa- 
tion must be supported by affidavits.’’ 


A Suit for Divorce. 


Mrs. Mary Josephine Moore filed a petition 
for divorce this morning against her husband, 
Thomas Moore. She states in her petition 
that the marriage took place February 10, 1881, 
and they lived as man and wife up to 
May 4 last. In support of her petition Mrs. 
Moore alleges indignities and improper con- 
duct on her husband’s part. She asks the 
custody of her five children, Ger- 
trude, 7 years and 4 months old; 
Josephine, § years and 10 months; May, 4 
years; Irene, 2 years and 5 months, and An- 
drew Thomas 1 month old. Mrs. Moore is the 
daughter of Mr. Joseph pond gf of Finney av- 
enue, with whom she is now living, and Mr. 
Thomas Moore is the well-known muaic- 
teacher, Mr. Farish is attorney for Mrs.

THE FUTURE OF AUSTRALIA, 


A Statistician Estimates That It Will Have 
125,000,000 Souls in a Century. 


Statistics that have been prepared by com- 
petent authorities in Australia show that in 
the year 1891, when the regular census will be 
taken, there will be inthe Australasian colo- 
nies of Great Britain not less than 4,000,000 
inhabitants. Judging the growth of 
Australia by the progress that has already 
been made, and by similar increases that have 
taken place in the United States, the statisti- 
cians of the antipodes assert that in a century 


from this time Australasia will have 
a population of 125,000,000 souls; that 
is, there will be upon this southern continent 
and its adjacent isiands a population greater 
than ig now found on the coutinents of North 
and South America. Of course, at that time 
the increase in population in other parts of 
the world will have gone on. Russia will then 
have more than 200,000,000, Germany, 100,000, - 
000, and the United States at least 260,000,000 
people. But even allowing for gains made 
elsewhere, says the Boston Herald, it is evi- 
dent that at that time Australia will be looked 
upon as one of the great nations of the world, 
for it hardly needs to be said that long before 
that time the colonial ties that bind the colo- 
nies to.the mother country will have been 
broken and the Australians will have only 
those sentimental counections to attach them 
to England that they will share with the mem- 
bers of the widespread a ee re race. 

In judging of the tuture of a great division 
is necessary to take into ac- 
count its industrial and political as well as its 
natural advantages. litically considered 
there is not much difference between the con- 
dition of the Australian colonies and tus con- 
dition of our American States. are in 
all res s self-governing comm ; in 
fact, if anything, they are more free than an 
American commonwealth, for neither New 
York nor Massachusetts can raise a revenue or 
protect its local industries a tax.

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The Style of the Mourning Worn by the 
Various Crowned Heads of Europe. 


The Gaulois of Paris gives some particulars 
as to the mourning worn by widows of royal 
and imperial rank in Europe at the present 

ime, A modification of the English widow’s 
cap, as worn for so many years by Queen 
Vietoria, would appear to be the form of 
colffure adopted at many courts, and the 
Same journal states that an English miiliner 
possesses a monopoly of supplying these to 
the families of Eu . The description 
given in detail shows that the cap worn 
at foreign courts has black lisse ‘‘weepers.’’ 
The aged Empress Augusta, though she wears 
in other respects tue conventional widow's 
mourning, is obliged to have very warm caps, 
owing to the neuralgic headaches from which 
shesuffers. The immense stri fali almost 
to the carpet when she is sea 
armchair, which is mounted on rollers. o 
unfortunate Empress Charlotte, widow of 
Meximilian of Mexico, has always been 
careless of her dress since the great 7 
of her life. When she went to ap to 
Napoleon III. and the Empress Eugenie at the 
Tuileries she wore a crushed dress and a dam- 
aged white silk bonnet with the feathers all 
uncuried. Now, in her widowhood and men- 
tal alienation, she loves to wear the brightest 
colors, though her attendants have frequently 
tried to dissuade ber from doing so. Sbe often 
puts red roses in ber hair, as she ig repre- 
sented in herportrait by Raudan, in which 
her remarkable resembiance to ber grand- 
father, Louis Philippe, comes out so strik- 


ingly. 

Five ex- Empress Eugenie, according to this 
writer, wears the very simplest sort of mourn- 
ing. Her gowns are of woolen fabric, and fall 
in plain folds from the waist. Her dress- 
makers occasionally attempt some variation 
upon their unstudied simplicity, but the Em- 
press always bids them revert to the un- 
trimmed dresses that she now prefers. The 
Queen Regent of Spain has till quite lately 
worn deep mourning that was almost nun-like 
in its severity. The dress, very flat and 
straight, has bad a long, full train. Upon 
her head she has salways worn a man- 
tiila of a black woolen fabric, without 
even the relief of a fold of transparent crape., 
For extra some. when crossing the gardens 
or traversing the long corridors of her palace, 
Queen Maria Christina wears along black 
mantie lined with white velvet. She uses two 
pearl-headed pins that King Alfonso used to 
admire, for fixing the thick black veil upon 
her head. For certain occasions of ceremony 
the Queen Regent has of late doffed her som- 
ber black and worn a lilac gown, but she 
seems to like to return to the black veil that 
denotes her widowhood. EHEers isanature as 
serious as itiseweet. At her convent, in her 
girlhood, she could always be counted upon 
for missions needing courage and devotion. 

Princess Stephanie’s still girlieh head is the 
latest to wear the royal widow's cap, under 
which her fair hair is almost hidden, and tie 
black and white of Austrian widows’ mourn- 
ing. Some dresses just sent to the Empress 
Frederick illustrate the etiquette of the first 
twelve months’ weeds. Among them is a 
morning dress in plain English crape, the 
skirt of which is gathered all round the waist. 
The Empire bodice has a deep collar of white 
batiste and cuffs to match that reach to the 
elbow. Another gown is made of dull black 
cloth, the skirt being trimmed with three 
graduated bands of crape. A wide, flat fold of 
crape begins at the waist and falls over one 
side of the ekirt to the hem, above which it is 
slightly draped. Over acrape waistcoat is a 
straight bodice with large lapels of crape. The 
orthodox white batiste collars and cuffs are 
worn with this. A long-trained house dress is 
in black cashmere, the front being entirely 
covered with crape, pleated diagonally across 
it. The culrasse bodice has a plastron of crape, 
the fastenings of which are concealed be- 
neath two bias folds. Large sleeves of white 
crepe lisse are worn over the black ones, 
the latter showing through. Another 
house dress is in black veiling pleated 
as closely as possible ver a foundation skirt 
of dullblack silk. A beit of English crape 
comes down in a point over the bodice, be- 
ginning at each side. Atea gown, in a soft 
fabric called woolen velvet, opens over a 
front of striped black crape. The long train 
is lined with white silk. The belt that con 
fines the gown at the waist is made of woolen 
passementerie studded with unshining wooden 
beads. The collar and cuffs are of thick white 
serge embroidered with black. 

Among the dinner gowns is a Princess dress 
of English crape, the front of which is draped 
over black silk. The bodice is fastened by 
three onyx clasps inthe form ofstars. The 
collar and cuffs are of white crape and are 
fastened with similar stars of onyx. Another 
is in black woolen velvet, with train gathered 
on the back, and trimmed with an embroid- 
ery made of small wooden beads. On the flat 
bodice is a deep white collar, like a nun’s, 
but made of the very finest batiste, in this re- 
spect unlikea nun’s. Cuffs that match the 
collar reach to the elbow. 

Among the manties is a long and ample 
one, intended to be worn in driving, and 
made of biack woolen crape, line with 
astrachan fur.

The young 
Princesses wear biack serge gowns with rid- 
ing-habit bodices, and collar and cuffs of 
biack crepe lisse. Their evening dresses are 
black grenadine, closely pleated over dull 
black silk, trimmed with English crape, and 
worn with black silk sashes.

Yesterday a 
motion made in the Circuit 
Court before Judge With- 
row that he be cited to ap- 
pear and show cause why he should not be 
punished for contempt was taken under ad- 
visement by the Judge. 

The motion waa dased upon the following 
state of facts: Graff, a saloon-keeper, tried 
to establish a dramshep ,at the above- 
mentioned place, but failing to secure the 
necessary number of signatures to

he established what is called the Crescent 
Club. Now this veil was so thin that he 
greatly feared it was not a good protection; 
besides he was required to conduct 
his business with great circumspec- 
tion. With a license he could open 


the throttle wider. He planted his bar-keeper 
inthe block and made some friends so that 
after a few months he was able to presenta 
petition apparently signed by a majority of 
the tax-payers in the block.

There was 

trace of it anywhere, and the Collector saia 

had not been in the office since he took 

charge. 

So yesterday the motion was made that Mr. 
Sexton be cited to appear and show cause 
why be should not be punisbed for contempt. 
Mr. Ingalls filled an affidavit in support of the 
motion reciting the application for and the 
granting of the injunction, the subsequent 
granting of the license and the failure of the 
affiant and the present Coliector to find any 
petition in Graffe’s favor on file in 
the Collector’s office. The afflant believed 
that the license haa been issued on the orig- 
inal petition, which the Court had declared to 
be insufficient, so Mr. sexton is in contempt. 

The ex-Collector and his deputy say a 
second petition was filed which they deemed 
sufficient, and on which the license was 
issued: This will be shown tothe Court at the 
proper time. 

CITY COUNSELOR BELL 

sald: ‘‘Mr. Sexton is notin contempt if he is- 
sued the license on anew petition.

THE FIRST BORN NEW YORKER. 


Isaac Bedlow, His Island and His Descend- 
ants, of Whom One Is Now Living. 


From the New York Sun. 

The members of Mr. McAllister’s 400 are re- 
ceiving more public attention thanat any 
previous period. The discussion of social and 
centennial precedence having become rather 
a burning question, it has lifted the claims of 
many into prominence. Some ofthe oldest 
known New York names make no 
Yoise in the world, while the ephemera 


yesterday are having it all their 
n way. The oldest New York name 

Ybably, which is now a matter of public in- 
t, is Bedlow, for in or about the year 1643 
th rst child born of white parents of that 
nan} saw the light in New Amsterdam. From 
the records of taose days he seems to have 
been a success. He may have foreseen the 
possible distinction which a certain island 
would ultimately obtain, for at the age of 21 
he bought it. This young man and first-born 
New Yorker, named Isaac Bedlow, whose 
father was, po doubt,a substantial Dutchman, 
had made his mark when the English con- 
quered this city in 1664. At that remote period 
the place of Alderman carried more honor 
than profit. The selection, therefore, of 
Isaac Bedlow for Alderman by both Dutch and 
English was a mark of confidence which the 
annals of the city do not record to bave been 
misplaced. 

When Isaac Bedlow died he bequeathed the 
island(then and for 150 years correctly speiled 
Bedlow’s Island, and not Bedloe’s) to his three 
daughters—Sarah Burger, Catharine Hassar- 
den and Mary Smith. hese ladies agreed in 
writing on December 29, 1693, ‘‘to divide their 
estate equally.’’ In course of years Mrs. 
Mary Smith became possessed of the whole 
island, and on August 9, 1732, conveyed her 
entire estate to two trustees, Adoiph Philipse 
and Henry Lane. In 1746 the surviving 
trustee conveyed Bedlow’s Island to Archi- 
bald Kennedy for the consideration of £100. 
This was either a lucky purchase or an un- 
wise sale, because February 7, 1750, under the 
Mayoralty of John Cruger, we fina it ordered 
that Aldermen ‘Livingston and Lispenard do 
immediately wait upon Archibald Kennedy, 
Esq., and purchase of him for the corporation 
the island known as Bedlow’s Island for any 
sum not exceeding 1.000. As there is no 
record of this order having been passed in 
secret session, there is little doubt that Ken- 
nedy cleared 900 per cent on his purchase. 

On September 6, 1769, the city ‘‘ordered that 
Evert Pell occupy Bedlow’s Island during the 
pleasure of the Corporation. On January 
50,1786, it was ordered that the Treasurer let 
out Bedlow’s Island. 

The most Important record of that century, 
however, is under date of April 21, 1784. Rich- 
ard Varick being Mayor, Bedlow’s Island was 
granted to tne State of New York for the pur- 
pose of erecting fortifications; when no longer 
used for such purpose it must revert to the 
corporation of New York City. 

The name Bedlow appears again in the 

randson of the first Isaac Bedlow, as William 

edlow. The latter was Postmaster-General 
under Washington, and he was also Commis- 
sioner under the Continental Congress for the 
survey and establishment of West Point asa 
strategic site on the Hudson River. The Post- 
master-General left an rig son, Henry Bec- 
low, the grandfather of the present Henry 
Bedlow, lately Mayor of Newport, R. I., the 
only known male survivor of the name.

HOW THEY ARE GROWN AND THE PECU- 
LIAR FRUIT PRODUCED, 


The Pacific Slope Groves, and the Losses 
That Have Resulted From Orange Cult- 
ure—A Glutted Market—American In- 
genuity in Fruit Raising—New Varieties 
Cultivated—The Navel, Seediess and 
Blood Oranges. 


HE crop ot oranges 
that will be sent out 
from California this 
year will be the 
largest that has ever 
deen shipped from 
the State, said 
Ralph O. Carter of 
§ Pasadena, Cala, who 
is at the Southern. 
Thousands of trees 
are bearing for the 
first time this year, 
and twice as many 
are bearing for the 
fourth or fifth time, 
when the yield is 
largest. Notonly is 
‘ the product much 
greater than itever was before,but the priceof 
the fruit is much cheaper in proportion, 
a fact that is regarded with far greater satis- 
faction by the general public than by the 
Owners of orange groves. 
CALIFORNIA ORANGE GROVES. 

‘*The groves, once the most profitable bus!i- 
ness in which a California land-owner could 
engage, have been so overdone that now, 
when the cost of the first investment and the 
interest upon it are taken into consideration, 
scarcely a grove inthe State is operated save 
at a los, and often a very heavy one. Some 
ten vears ago there was a perfect rush for 
lands suitable for this kind of business, and 
half-grown groves sold at prices jwhich 
would have been absurdly high for full-grown 
trees, and new groves were planted in every 
suitable and a great many unsuitable locali- 
ties. It takes about eight yeafs for an orange 
tree to bear, and from ten to twelve for it to 
reach perfection. The care and culture are 
very expensive and a large capital is required. 
Hundreds of plantations were started, the 
money of the owners gave out, and fully 70 
per cent were sold ata tithe of their cost. The 
consequence is that the great majority of the 


presentowners of groves bought them ata 

very small percentage of theircost. When it 

is remembered that even these men have 

great difficulty in making a living the fall in 

the price of the fruit may be estimated. 
DIFFERENT VARIFTIES. 

„But the keen competition that has en- 
sued. Mr. Carter went on to say, has re- 
sulted in a great inrprovement in the general 
character of oranges, and especially in the 
production of several varieties never before 
known. When it became evident that it 
would not pay to grow the ordinary run 
of fruit, the grafter went to work, and ac- 
complished some wonderful results. Chief 
among them may be mentioned three varie- 
ties of oranges, the navel, the seedless and 
the blood oranges. Of these the navel are the 
best, and for a time. brought fancy prices. 
But the market soon became overstocked, as 
but one grafting was necessary, and to-day 
the navel oranges are almost as cheap as 
those of the ordinary growth. They are very 

eculiar, and are raised in California alone. 

t is practically an orange within 
an orange, the smaller one containing 
the seed being located just under the skin, 
with a perfect rind of its own, and about the 
size ot a marble. It is easily detachable, and 
leaves the main orange perfectly seedless. In 
some cases two sets of seeds are produced, 
one in the larger, and the other in the smaller 


orange. Thisisnearly invariably a sign of 
imperfect and unskiliful grafting. This fruit 
is the largest grown in California, and alto- 


gether the best. 
SEEDLESS AND BLOOD ORANGES. 

The seedless oranges require two grafts, 
are nearly as large as the navel,and are a true 
hybrid. The texture of thin pulp is the finest 
of any large orange known, while their skin is 


remarkably lightandthin. The great objec- 
tion to them is that often they do not peel 
easily, and thatthe trees are more delicate 


and more liabie to the attacks of insects than 
any others. 

The blood oranges are more of a curiosity 
than anything else, as they are inferior both 
in size and flavor to either of the other kinds. 
Two guafts, and sometimes three are neces- 
sary, the graftings being taken from 
the well-known Messina variety. The 
California fruit preserves its size, 
while r the color, greatiy 
improved, of the Messina growth. Instead of 
the red color being distributedin specks and 
blotches, itisevenly spread all through the 
pulp, decreasing in 11. from the skin to- 
ward the center. The rind is thin, but as in 
the case of the seedless orange, often too ad- 
hesive. The American oranges have {driven 
the Havann and Mediterranean almost total- 
ly out of the market, and now produce the 
best fruit in the world. We willsend several 
shiploadsto Europethis year from Oalifor- 
nia and hope thereby to secure a sufficiently! 
large market to allow us to grow our fruit ata 
good profit.

WHEN a switch engine struck a street 
railway carona grade crossing in Kala- 
mazoo on Wednesday it instantly killed 
six of the eight ladies in the car and badly 
injured the other two. The two male pas- 
sengers and the driver escaped with slight 
injuries. Other accidents at the same 
place had led to the placing of guard- 
gates, and ordinances putting a limit to 
the speed of locomotives within the city 
had been passed. But the guard-gates 
were open, the gate-keeper being off duty 
atthe time, and the engine, running at 
thirty miles an hour, had given no warn- 
ing whistle. The engineer says he was or- 
dered to the assistance of a stalled train 
atall posssible speed. The official giving 
such an order and the engineer obeying it 
may both be severely punished tor their 
murderous acts, and the company em- 
ploying them may be compelled to pay all 
the damages a jury of just men wil 
award. But that will not bring six man- 
gled mothers back to life, nor will it pre- 
vent the recurrence of such accidents as 
long as railroads cross much-traveled 
highways at grade.

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FEDERAL GRAND-JURORS 
DISPOSING OF MINOR CASES BEFORE 
TAKING UP ELECTION FRAUDS. 


The District Attorney Collecting Evidence 
Concerning the Wholesale Naturaliza- 
tiens of Last October—RBRegistration 
Frauds Will Be Taken Up Later—The 
Jury Will First Examine the Recerds of 
the State Courts. 


The Federal Grand-jury met this morning 
and took up the business of a session which 
will probably be memorable in the history of 
St. Louis politics. If the evidence in the 
election fraud cases satisfies the members 
there will be indictments that will be de- 
cidedly sensational, The Grand-jury 
seems to have realized already 
that the election fraud cases are 
going to occupy their undivided attention 
when once the subject is opened up and they 
have concluded to clear away all the criminal 
rubbish before undertaking the job. This 
morning the cases which have been before 
the Commissioner were taken up and the 
waiting rooms, offices and halis were filled 
with witnesses of all nationalities, white, 
black, brown and brindle. There were 
charges of retailing and dealing in manufac- 
tured tobacco and liquor, moonshining, 
and passing counterfeit money to be investi- 
gated, and they are so many that they may 
occupy two or three days. The only ease ot 
any importance that was considered was the 
‘*Littie’’ -pension swindle, which has been 
ventilated recently in the PostT-DIsPATCH. 
That was presented to the Grand-jury and 
some testimony taken. Post-offiice Inspector 
McDonald and Pension Examiner Galbraith 
appeared and testified. They stated to the 
Grand-jury the manner in which the swindle 
Lad been unearthed and how Mr. Galbraith 
and Mr. McDonald caught Mrs. Servina Gan- 
non with a decoy letter, all of which has been 
told em the Post-DispatcH. The Grand- jury 


will hold 
TWO SESSIONS DAILY 


until the work which is now before them has 
all been done. They meet at 10 o’clock in the 
morning and2o’ciock in the afternoon. As 
soon as they have disposed of the smaller 
cases they will take up the election frauds. 
There is no doubt but that aumerous in- 
dictments can be found if the Grand-jury is 
placed in possession of the evidence 


that is available. The Post-DISPaTCH has al- 
ready shown how numbers of frauds were 
perpetrated and the facts that it obtained the 
Grand-jary also can discover. The officers 
are preparing to present first the naturalize- 
tion frauds. Itis an easy matter to obtain all 
the necessary evidence in these cases, 
and Assistant District Attorney Knapp 
has begun to look them up. Yes- 
terday he visited the Four Courts and 
went over the records there. In the records 
are to be found not only the names of the per- 
sons naturalized but memoranda, made at the 
time, which is the best legal evidence, giving 
the names of the witnesses who made affida- 
vit as to the length of residence in this coun- 
try of the persons applying for naturalization 
and the addresses of both the applicants 
and the witnesses. The District Attorney 
has had taken from their records all the 
necessary facts to give the Grand-jury full in- 
formation as to the circumstances of the 
naturalizations. But when the cases are pre- 
sented, the vee ee hy have an opporttu- 
nity to examine the fal records. he offi- 
cers of the Criminal Court and Mayor Noonan, 
who was at the time the frauds were perpe- 
trated Judge of the Court of Oriminal Correc- 
tion, will be summoned before the Grand-jury 

The official records will then be presented 
and the officers of the court will be asked to 
explain them. The records will give the 
Grand-jury the names of the witnesses who 
know personally so manyof the foreigners 
who happened eat the time of the election to 
desire {naturalization. {They will give the 
Grand-ju a chance to summon before it 
these gentlemen and examine them as to their 
peculiar acquaintances. The system which 
was in vogue, in Serene the clerk’s fees to 
central committees on the authority of a 
printed order presented to the clerk bythe 
identifying witness, will probably receive the 
attention of the Grand-jury. 

When the naturalizations have been thor- 
oughly investigated, the Grand-Jury will go 
into 

THE REGISTRATION FRAUDS. 
Detectives have been hunting up witnesses to 
fraudulent registrations and have followed 
up some of the cases which were investigated 
atthe time of the registration. The Post- 
DISPATCH told at the time the plan which had 
been adopted fora = investigation of sus- 
picious cases. etectives were placed 
in Recorder Williams’ 
office where they could watch the 
applicants for reg istration unseen. 
Wheh a suspicious applicant gave his name 
and residence aslip containing them was se- 
cretly passed to the detectives, and one of 
them jumped into a hack and drove at once to 
the number indicated. These inquiries were 
made and the result reported at once tothe 
Recorder. In more than one case Mr. 
Willlame was enabled to prove that 
fraudulent registration was attempted before 
the applicant left the counter. The 
detectives who were engaged in this work 
have been recently hunting up the persons 
who gave them information at the time, for 
the purpose of summoning them to appear 
before the 8 as witnesses. The Re- 
corder’s care in this matter places the District 
Attorney's office in a position to furnish the 
2 with indisputable proof of some 
of the registration frauds. 

It has been reported during the last two 
days that charges had been made to the At- 
torney-General in Washington against Dis- 
trict Attorney Bashaw and Assistant Knapp. 
The gist of them was that sixty or seventy 
cases of election fraud had been instituted 
when there was no evidence in 
any of the cases, except one, that 
was sufficient to hold the aceused 
for the Grand- jury, and that the proséenptions 
bad been begun solely for the purpose of 
frightening the negroes out of politics during 
the spring campaign. Neither Mr, Bashaw 
nor Mr. Knapp have heard of any such yoy 
and for answer to the reports they refer to the 
commissioner’s record. The books of Com- 
missioner Crawford show that 23 cases have 
been instituted. Six of the accused persons 
could not be located or the witnesses could 
not be secured and the cases lapsed, and the 
case against Delegate Julius hman will

Senator Allen Caught tn a Sharp Political 
2 Trick—Biils Passed. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratonu. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., May 9.—The Senate 
concurred in the House amendments to the 
bill for collating the revised statutes; The 
price of the new statutes will be $3 per set. 

Senator Allen was caught ate sharp political 
trick this morning. Some time ago he intro- 
duced a concurrent resolution memorializing 
Congress to improve tue Missouri River, 
To-day he called up the resolution 
‘for passage. The resolution was read. by 
its title and passed without opposition. 
Subsequently Senator Houston W. Johnson 
discovered that the resolution contained a 
stump speech reflecting seriously on the 
Cleveland Administration for neglecting to 
look after the improvements of the river, 
especially the eastern portion of it. Johnson 
moved to reconsider the vote on the resolu- 
tion, at the same time calling attention 
to the political character of the resolution, 
when all the Repeblican Senators began to 
smile in a knowing way. The vote was re- 
considered, Senator Olay offered two amend- 
ments striking out the objectionable features, 
which were agreed to, and the resolution as 
amended passed. Several Repudlican Sena- 
tors, however, voted no, both In the adoption 
of the amendmentsand the passage of the 
resolution as amended. 

A resolution was passed discharging all the 
Committee Clerks of the Senate except those 
of the Engroseing, Enrolling and vising 
Laws and the Clerk on Accounts. 

Senator Bysee’s school text-book bill was 
defeated, S Bow g seven votes. 

The bill authorizing the managers of the 
Fulton Insane Asylum to graut the right of 
way through the asylum ground to any rail- 
way company was also passed. 

The House defeated on third reading the 
bill reducing passenger fare on ali first-class 
railroads to 2 cents per mile by a vote of 47 
ayes to 63 nays, but it ordered to engrossment 
the bill reducing fares to 24 cents per mile on 
trunk lines and 342 on branch roads.

She Explains the Objects of the Union and 
the Division of the Work Among the Five 
Branches of the Organization—The Work 
Done in the BMecent Massachusetts 
Election,

Mrs Hoffman bas been in Mas- 
sachusetts, where she assisted in the late 
prohibition campaign. This evening the 
distinguished ladies will hold a reception to 
which a large number of ladies and gentle- 
men interested In the movement of which 
they are the foremost advocates have been 
invited. 

Miss Willard was rather fatigued when a 
POsT-DISPATOH reporter called at the Ingalls 
residence this morning. 

I came here direct from Sedalla, she 
said, ‘‘where I delivered a lecture the other 
night in the interest of an industrial home 
for women, which is to be established 
there. The lecture was given in tne Opera- 
house, which was crowded. On our present 
trip Miss Gordon and I have visited twelve 
States and attended seven State Conventions, 
lectured in twenty-five towns and been pres- 
ent at eighty meetings.’’ 

How isthe W. O. T. U. Society progress- 
ing, Miss Willard?“ 

‘*Splendidly. We have now 10,000 local so- 
cieties and forty different departments,’’ 

What are these departments?“ 

Well, you might olass them under five main 
heads, and an explanation of them will give 
you a very good idea ofthe scope of the W. 
C. T. U. Society, the endeavor of which is not 
entirely confined, as many who call us cranks 
suppose, to getting mento sign the pledge. 
First, there is the Educational Department. 
This includes the study of heredity—that Is, 
the effect which the use of stimulants and 
narcotics by men of the present time will 
have on coming generations. Also the 
study of hygiene, which is, we believe,a corol- 
lary of temperance. The distribution of tem- 
perance literature also comes under the head 
ot education. We have a publishing house 
in Chicago which gives employment to 100 per- 
sons, all women, from which we turn out 
80,000, 000 pages a year. We started our paper 
without scarcely a postage stamp 
and now we have a circulation of 60,000 a 
week. The profits, however, are all used 
in the interests of the movement and do not 


enrich any of the paper’s projectors. The 
next classification after that of education is 
evangelistic. We want to make women teach- 
ers and preachers. We believe the world 
bas lost a great deal in not having 
the motherly voice of women 
tell the men the truths necessa for 
their salvation. In our churches to-day we 
find nearly two-thirds of the congregations 
composed of women. We think that if we 
had the women preachers we would get two- 
thirds of the men in, and that is very desir- 
able. The third classification of our work is 
the social. Young people must be amused; 
we know that, and we endeavor to provide 
them with amusement which will be enter- 
taining, suggestive of good, and having no 
narmtul effects. We do not conntenance the 
theater and card table, but instead of simply 
inveighing against these amusements we try to 
rovide substitutes which work no injury 
o those who attend or take part in them. The 
fourth general department is the legal. In the 
last few years we have secured 10,000,000 names 
in this country to petitions advocating pro- 
bibition. 
Mrs. Ada Bittenbender of Nebraska, who has 
been admitted to Dg metas in the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and who stays in 
Mihm tyres oe all the time and closely watches 
any legislation in Congress which might in any 
way have a bearing on our movement. I am 
the superintendent of the Department of the 
White Cross and White hieid, usually 
called the de ment for the promotion 
of soctal purity, and recently we have circu- 
lated petitions all over the country, advocat- 
ing a more severe punishment for wrong de- 
havior towards women and that the age of 
protection for women be raised to 18 years. 
Some ofthe State Legislatures have already 
done this and quite a number have raised it to 
16 years. I went to see Mr. Powderly to ask 
him to help me in this work, and hs told me 
that ifIsent him 100,000 titions he would 
see that they were circulated in all the local 
assemblies of the Knights of Labor. I did so, 
and he kept his word. The filth 
eral classification of our work is 
organization. In one year I visited every 
State and Territory in the United States, trav- 
ovag 30,000 miles. Our policy, and I wish you 
would say this, is the do-everything policy. 
The W. C. T. U. has n the means 2 
twenty-six States of having the evil ettects of 
stimulants and narcotics taught in the publie 
schools by State law. The society has also se- 
eured the passage by Congress of a law that

THE NEW UNION DEPOT. 


Mr.Gould’s Little Scheme as ‘‘ Authoratively 
Stated.’’ 


A statement concerning the proposed new 
Union Depot bas been authorized by Mr. 
Gould’s St. Louis agents, from which it ap- 
pears that the Union Railway & Transit Co. 
of St. Louis and the Terminal Rallroad of St. 
Louis are to be consolidated and the stock in- 
creased and name changed to Terminal 
Railroad Association of St. Louis. 
The new company is to purchase 


the Union Railway & Transit Co. of Edst St. 
Louis, the Terminal Railroad of East St. Louis, 
Union Depot and the Gould real estate at St. 
Louis. It is to secure the transfer to itself of 
the lease of the bridge andtunnel properties 
now heid by the Missouri Pacific and the Wa- 
bash, St. Louis & Pacific, assuming the 
obligations under that lease, which to the 
new company will amount to about $670,000 


is to be provided by 
the issuance of $7,000, 4½ per cent bonds, 
of which $5,000,000 go to pay for the property 
of the Union Railway and Transit companies, 
the terminal companies, the Union Depot and 
the Gould real estate. After the reorganiza- 
tion of the new company, each of the seven 
proprietory companies, the Wabash, Missouri 
Pacific, Vandalia, I. & St. L., 
L.&N. and — Mountain, is to guaran- 
tee one-seventh of the obligations incurred b 
the new company,each is to have one-sevent 
of the capital stock, which is to be nontrans- 
ferable, aud is to name an officerfor a di- 
rector.

CAMP JACKSON DAY, 


The Twenty-Eighth Anniversary to Be Cele- 
brated in Grand Army Posts To- Morrow. 


To-morrow will be the twenty-eighth anni- 
versary of the capture of Camp Jackson, and 
while no public celebration will take place 
commemorative exercises will be held at 
several of the Grand Army posts, notably 
Blair and Hassendeubel, which include among 
their members many who took part in the 


capture of the force that occupied that 
camp. The ground on which Camp 
Jackson was located is now scarcely recog- 
nizable, as itis thickly covered with build- 
ings. On May 10, 1861, it was known as Lindell 
Grove, and was bounded on the north by Olive 
street, on the east by Compton avenue, on the 
south by Laciede avenue and on the west by 
Grand avenue. 

Thousands of the citizens of St. Louis well 
remember the day, which was the 
most . N ever known in St. 
Louis. od of State troops 
under the command of Gen. D. M. Frost, had 
assembied for the ostensible pu pose of drill 
and camp experience. The commander of the 
United States forces, the lamented Nathaniel 
Lyon, was convinced ‘that the troops were re- 
ally rebels, and that an attack on the arsenal 
was intended. He therefore assembied a large 
volunteer force, which, in conjunction with 
the regulars, surrounded the camp and made 
prisoners of all who were found there. 
Among the distinguished officers who 
led regiments were ex-Gov. B. Gratz Brown, 
Gen. F. P. Blair, Gen. Franz Sigel and Gen. 
Rufus Saxton. No resistance was attempted 
by the militia in the camp, but as the column 
wasinoving with its prisoners toward the 
arsenal the soldiers were assaulted by the 
crowd. Several volleys were fired in return, 
about thirty killed and more than flty 
wounded. any of them were innocent 
spectators, attracted bY curiosity.

Mr. L. A. Fuller, 
rintendent of the Pacific Express Co., 
explained the matter this morning as follows: 
immediately after the introduction of the 
bill taxing express companies a bill 
was E taxing sleeping car companies 
2 per cént of their gross — ae It was ex- 
actly similar to the express bill, but the same 
men who voted for the bill to tax express com- 
panies voted against the other bil on the 
ground that sleeping car companies carried 
on a traffic between States and that a 
State had no constitutional right to 
tax them. Now, tbe same argument applies 
with equal force to the business of the express 
companies, but when the point was made 
these same men would not listen to it. Now, 
it does seem very strange indeed how they 
can tax us without violating a con- 
stitutional right and cannot tax 
sleeping-car companies. The United 
States Supreme Court last May decided 
the fpoint involved when §they held the Port 
of Mobile had no power the Western 
Union Telegraph Co. for doing business there 
because the company transmitted messages 
between the different States. It was claimed 
at Jefferson City that we pay po taxes. While 
we make no report to the State 
Board of Equalization as railroads own- 
ing tracks in the various counties 
do, we do pay taxes to the local 
county assessors wherever we have property. 
o pay tax on $110,573 personal property and 
Me + in real estate in this Stute, a total of 
$145,332. Then we pay an annual rental of 
$29,098, whieh if accounted 10 per cent of the 
vaiue of the property would leave it worth 
$290,980 on which we Indirectly pay taxes. The 
total amount of property on which we are 
taxed directly and indirectly is $436,312. We 
also pay a vehicle tax at various places. Ia 
St. Louis it is $310; in St. , Charles, $160; in. 86, 
Joseph, $150, and so on.

INDICATE THAT THE WARM WEATHER HAS 
COME TO STAY. 


„ 
Refreshing Breezes and cool Evenings Give 
Relief to St. Louisans, While Old Sol Has 
Already Inaugurated the Work of Pros- 
trating Chicagoans and the Residents of 
Less Favered Cities—A Meteor. 


posed that the 

warm weather per- 

valling in this city is 

something out of the 

ordinary. Solace is 

Grawn from the fact 

that other citiés are 

warmer still. Pros- 

trations have already been recorded in Chi- 
cago. A search of the records of the local 
Signal Service Office dispels the belief that 
this spell is extraordinary and will cause 
the observer to imagine thé weather delight- 
fully cool in comparison to weather recorded 
inthe months of April and May ‘in former 
years. On May 8, 1885, the thermometer 
climbed to 96.6 degs., and on May 1, 1886, it 
went to 8&.8deg. In April of the some year 
the maximum was 88 degs. on the 23d of the 
month. In April, 1887, the maximum reached 
was 86.7 degs., and on May I and 9 of the same 
year it recorded 86.2 degs. Last year the 
thermometer on April fools’ day rested at 8 
degs., and to-day a year ago 83 degs. was the 
highest. The first warm wave this month 
came last Monday, when 86 degs. was reached. 
Tuesday the maximum was 79 degs., and 
yesterday it went to85.3 degs. Ths indica- 
tions for to-day are that there 
will not be 86 degs. of heat 
as the predictions assert for Missour!l 
‘*Threatening weather, with rains; cooler.“ 
It will be seen from this that so far the max! 
mum reached in April of former years has not 
yet been reached now almostiuthe middle of 
May. A peculiar feature of this weather, 
however, is that it prevails in the Nofthwest, 
Yankton, Port Huron and thereabouts, the 
maximums there reading the same as here. 
The only explanation offered why the warm 
weather is complained ofso generally is on 
account of its suddenness. It has caught a 


great many with their winter garments on 
and for fear ofa change inthe weather they 
continue wearing them. Light spring cloth- 
ing will de the propertning from now on as 
everyhere the indications arethat the warm 
season bas come to stay. 

Last Tuesday morning the weather map of 
the United States was a puzzling picture. 
There was a low barometer inthe Northwest 
and a high barometer in the Southeast. Snow 
was falling in North Colorado and along 
the south line of the Northern States, while 
were brewing north of Kan- 
On that day the Signal Office 
here predicted high winds or cyclones 
for Kansas and the telegraphic columns of the 
—— of the city show that these predictions 

ave been fulfilled. A number of lives have 
been lost and thousands of dollars of property 
destroyed. 

Regarding the low barometer in the North- 
west Chief Signal Service Officer Weber this 
morning said: ‘*The low barometer area 
which was central in the North- 
west has moved northward into 
British America and is being lost sight of. 
The presence ofthis area in the Northwest 
gaused southerly winds throughout this sece 
tion of the country which brought on the 
present warm weather. Another low area has 
made its appearance in the West and is now 
central in New Mexico, Northern Texas and 
Western Kansas. Ite movement appears 
to be in anortheasterly direction. This will 
cause a continuance of southerly and south- 
easterly winds and will probably produce 
cloudy weather and local rains for this sec- 
tion. A high barometer has been central in 
the South Atlantic States for the past few 
days where clear and cooler weather pre- 
vails.’’

A LONG PENDING CLAIM. 


The State Department’s Delay in the Case 
of Walter Lincoln Isaacs. 


By Telegraph to the PoOst-DIspaTcn. 

NEW YORK, May 9.—Walter Lincoln Isaacs 
of New York is expected to arrive here in a 
few days from Aspinwall, to prosecute his 
claim for damages against the Colombia Gov- 
ernment. The claim grew out of the revolu- 
tion in Colombia in March, 1885. Mr. Isaacs 
was then living in Aspinwall, where he 
and his father, S. I., Isaacs, had heavy busi- 
ness interests. Whenthe rebels seized and 
burned the city of Aspinwall Mr. Isaacs’ busi- 


ness house and other property was destroyed. 
The rebels arrested him and kept him in close 
confinement several days while they tried to 
extort $20,000 ransom from him. It is asserted 
that while this was going on a United States 
man-of-war lay in the harbor, dut its 
commander made no attempt to rotect 
American citizens, although his interference 
was often asked. The revolution was very 
brief, and in a few weeks the regular Colom- 
bian authorities were in power again. Isaacs 
then presented a claim for all the property 
the insurgents destroyed. His claim was de- 
ferred and delayed several months, and he 
then called the attention of the State Depart- 
ment of the United States to the 
matter. The State Department has had the 
papers in the case under consideration for 
nearly four years. It is said by those who are 
familiar with affairs in Central America that if 
the United States Government were to prefer 
even the mildest sort of request for the settle - 
went of the claim, it would be settied in short 
order. S0 far, the only evidence of interest 
the State Department has shown in the matter 
is in vague letters and acknowledgments. 8. 
_ Isaacs, the claimant’s father, said yester- 
ay: 
have been doing business in Panama and 
Aspinwall for thirty years and this is the only 
instance Il have known of the ill treatment of 
American citizens, and in this instance, as 
you will notice, the outrage was committed by 
the enemies of the Colombian Government. 
Except inthe matter of taxes, which are un- 
necessarily neat. the Government has al- 
ways treated us fairly. No Americans have 
ever been unjustly imprisoned there by 
the regular authorities so far as I have 
known. I have never heard of any complaints 
about the Chirriqut Prison at the Isthmus nor 
of any other similar place. If there were any 
such complaints and they were well founded, 
itis likely I should have heard ot them. If 
the Colombian Government could only be in- 
duced to let some of its citizens support it 
and not charge all its expenses upon 
foreigners, Americans who live or do 
business there would have no fault to find. 
There are, as you know, a 1 many Ameri- 
cans at the Isthmus. if t ey had canse for 
complaint they would be likely to make them- 
selves heard.’’

Before the revolution of 18886, he said, 
the Government of Aspinwall was in the 
hands of officers elected by the 0 
ple. There may have been among those 
at one time or another some jealous feeling 
toward foreigners.

These officers can’t have and don’t have the 
slightest * to be unfair to any for- 
eigners and particulariy to Americans. I 
don’t believe there is one American citizen 
who bas the slightest cause to complain of his 
treatment since the revolution. 

„During the revolution the insurgents 
seized and destroyed a good deal of property. 
Claims for that are, I believe, pending now. 
Of course, what the rebels did is not to be 
charged to any ill will on the part of the 
Colombian Government toward Americans. 
I don’t know exactly what is the condition of 
the ae es prison, but it can be safely said 
that it not as bad as it is, I under- 
stand, represented. The Colombian prisons 
are no worse than risons elsewhere. 
The idea that American ojtizens have been or 
are unjustly confined§there is too obviously 
absurd for serious consideration.

N AGNERIAN music- 
drama was fashion - 
able last evening.

Ita Object to Regulate Trade, Not Advance 
Prices. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 
Bos rox, Mass., May 9.—Natbaniel Thayer and 
Francis Blodgett of Boston and Wm. J. Rotch 
of New Bedford are directors in the new steel 


trust, with a capital of $25,000,000, that has 


been formed by the North Chicago Rolling- 
mill Co., which holds 54 per cent of the new 
capital stock; the Joliet Steel Co., which 
holds 26 per cent of the stock, and the Union 


Steel Co., which has 20 per cept, and which 
trust controls altogether fourteen blast fur- 
naces. Boston steel men are much interested 
in the new trust, and there is very general 
anxiety to know what its effect on the steel 
industry will be. Mr. B. M. Jones of B. M. 
Jones & Co. said the combination was in no 
sense a trust monopoly. Its effect: would be 
regulative rather than to have a ten- 
dency to increase the prices. The concerns 
which had combined und deen for 
some time in practical co-operation and the 
step taken is in the interest of the united 
prosperty rather than for the purpose of ad- 
vancing prices.

Dr. P. H. Cronin. the minds of his 
friends nor his enemies., It is looked upon 
as possible, but everyone would be surprised 
to find that the eccentric doctor had really 
been killed. And if he has been, no one 
knows why. The Conklings, his sister and 
brother-in-law, say they have positive proof 
that he has been murdered, but they refuse to 
aive any idea of what proof they bave. They 
will only say that the enemies he had are 
enough to prove that he has been foully dealt 
with, but persons who are probably better 
qualified than the Conklings to form an 
opinion say that his enemies are not craving 
his life. The Conklings base their belief upon 
his connection with the Irish cause, and seem 
to think that his fidelity to that cause 
had been questioned and his death 
was the result of his determina- 
tion to vindicate himself from charges 
that had been made at the expense of others. 
The belief seems to lack foundation. It was 
the impression here that Dr. Cronin was 
never connected with the Irish National- 
ists, and to learn something of his relation to 
Irish politics Dr. Thomas O’Reilly was 
seen this morning. Dr. O'Reilly was asked 
if Dr. Cronin was ever regarded as one of the 
leaders of 
IRISH POLITICS IN THIS COUNTRY. 

„Oh, no!“ he replied. 
Irish politics. He was in local politics in Chi- 
cago, and that was all. Dr. Uronin lived in 
St. Louis for some time, and while he was 
here he never even claimed to be an Irish- 
man. He told me that he was born 
in Vermont. He was a very fine singer, and 
When he went to 
Chicago I gave bim letters of introduction to 
a number of prominent men there, and be 


presented them. They were good friends to 


him, but he only showed ingratitade to them. 
One of the letters was to Alexander Sullivan, 
and in politics be turned against Sullivan and 
went with Hines. He was ungrateful to all 
his friends, and the only prominent place he 
ever took was in the local politics in Chi- 
cago.’’

Louls to Chicago with letters from Dr. 
O’Reilly and others which he presented to 
men there. They were very kind to him. 
They introduced him and gave him a ‘local

There is one pointin thecasethatis at- 
tracting attention. Dr. Cronin had a contract 
with Mr. Sullivan, in whose name he was sent 
for last Saturday, to attend allthe men who 
should be injured in the ice-house, and there- 
fore it must have seemed anything but extraor- 
dinary to Dr. Cronin to be called for to treat 
some one who had been hurt there. He would 
naturally have responded to such a call 
without a moments hesitation. But 
the man who called for him must 
have been very familiar with the doctor’s 
affairs. No one knew of this contract 
with Sullivan except Sullivan, Cronin anda 
friend named Mahony. Noone believes that 
Sullivan had anything to do with his ‘‘re- 
moval, and Mahony’s connection with the 
case, if he bas any, is unknown, but besides 
Sullivan and Cronin, Mahony is the only one, 
eo far as ean be learned, who would know 
enough about Cronin’s connection with the 
ice house to know thatCronin would promptly 
and unhesitatingly answer a call to attend a 
man injured there. As yet the men who 
knew of the arrangement cannot recall to 
whom they told it.

THE STREFT DEPARTMENT HAS THE 
SPRINKLING UNDER CONTROL 


What Commissioner Burnet Says About It— 
Inspectors All Hustling te Save Their 
Heads — Mr. Murphy's Excursion — The 
Piumbing Department—Delinquent Off- 
cials 


TREPT sprinkling 
is keeping the Street 
Oommissioner and 
inspectors very 
busy,as it is keeping 
them guessing all 
the time. At the 
present moment the 
Street Department 
has the upper hand 
and is making the 
contractors move 
around with more 
care and precision 
than they did here- 
tofore. Inspector 
a visited in person yesterday a 
large number of the contractors and told them 
very plainly and very briefly that that 
the department would stand no non- 
sense and intended to see that every 
contractor did his work. A circular letter 
was sent out yesterday to each contractor in 
the city instructing him to increase his force 
so that the work shall be properly done. In 
case the force is not increased sufficiently to 
do the work thoroughly within the stipulatep 
hours, the department intends to put on the 
necessary additional carts atthe expense of 
the contractor. 

The District Inspectors are working like 
beavers on account of the announcement that 
a number of them were considered in- 
competent and would be discharged 
shortly; each and every one of them intends 
to show by hie record in the next few days 
that he is not the incompetent man and 
should notin justice be discharged. The re- 
ports from these inspectors since yesterday 
morning have been pretty full and complete 
and they have been following up the sprink- 
lers very closely. 

The Street Commissioner said this morning: 
The work as itis being done now cannot be 
complained of as the grand row 
which has been raised over the 
matter has had a very good effect 
Every time the public gets up all together and 
kicks a good result is sure to follow. 

Inspector Cunningham is doing very good 
work, and once we get enough carts on the 
work we can keep them there without much 
difficulty. Some of the contractors are bound 
to slip up now and then do 
the work badly, but most 
cases they cannot keep up 
the bad work forany length of time without 
getting themselves into hot water. 

If any citizens have any complaints to make 
regarding the manner in which the work is 
done allthey havetodo isto send in to this 
official a complaint in writing, giving 
the portion of the street not sprinkled, 
and the day and time of day 
it was neglected;this will be immediately 
turned over to the district inspector and in- 
vestigated immediately. and if a remedy is 
necessary it wiilbe applied. There are a good 
many objections made by peopie whose 
houses are near sprinkling plugs on account of 
the water spilled in front of their houses; 
this is a matter which cannot be adjusted at 
once andahardship they will have to grin 
und beur, as the carts must get water and can- 
not get it from any place but in the fire plugs; 
so if it happens that a man has a plugin front 
of his house it is his misfortune and 
no one’s fault. Sometimes the gutter 
„ sloppy but that cannot well be 
1elped. In the course of time, however, 
regular sprinkling plugs will be put up at 
proper places and this little discomfort 
avoided. 

As it is now, the citizens cannot complain 
of tbe manner in which the sprinkling is done, 
but the contractors need constant watching to 
keep them from neglecting thelr work. As to 
Forest Park ana the Lindell avenue drive, the 
Street Commissioner and the Park Commis- 
sioner both promise that on next Sunday there 
willbeno discomfort experienced by those 
who go out driving on that day.

The Mystery Surrounding His Case Cleared
